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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 



The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: applicant's docket 
number must be replaced with the proper serial number of the application. 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim 5 is objected to because of the following informalities: it seems that 'lowermost" 
should be 'lower most/' Appropriate correction is required. 



The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, cicar, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

The written description does not include adequate support for feed mechanism that is 
engageable with a lowermost sheet of media in the cartridge.

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 



obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 



(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art arc 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
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having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



Claims 1-6, 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Mclntyre et al. (Mclntyre) (6,149,256) in view of Kokubo (6,007,195). 

Mclntyre discloses an apparatus (Fig. 6) for recording and generating images comprising: 
a printing unit (Fig. 8) that comprises a carrier (10), a page width print head (7), an ink supply 
(38), a media cartridge for holding sheets of media (30), a media feed mechanism (58, 60), a 
housing, an image sensing device (48) with an microprocessor to control the operation of the 
image sensing device and communicating with the printing unit (col. 4, lines 30-59). Mclntyre 
also discloses carrier that is substantially rectangular (Fig. 8) with the print head and the ink 
supply mounted on an end portion and the media feed mechanism at intermediate the end portion 



connectors, the carrier housing dimensioned to define a sleeve for the carrier so that at least half 
the carrier is received. Kokubo discloses a detachable printer with a PCMCIA interface (Fig. 1) 
w ith at least half the carrier, which is dimensioned to approximate a PCMCIA memory card, is 
received in the housing (Fig. 1). Therefore, it w ould have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art at the time of invention to provide the printer unit of Kokubo to the invention of 
Mclntyre in order to provide an interface between the camera and the printer unit as taught by 
Kokubo in col. 1, lines 40-53. 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Mclntyre et al. 
(Mclntyre) in view of Kokubo as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Hawkins et al. 
(Hawkins) (6,154,254).

The further difference between the modified Mclntyre and the claimed invention is the 
CMOS device that is the image sensing device. Hawkins discloses in the abstract and in col. 3, 
lines 31-53, an image capture and printing system with image sensor that is a CMOS device. 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention 
to further modify the invention of Mclntyre with the CMOS device of Hawkins in order to 
transfer in parallel to the printing device electron charges or voltage signal from the sensor as 
taught by Hawkins in col. 3, lines 35-40.
